The fil'-s of the Subversive retail of the Berkeley, California, 
Police department show that as of August, 1931*, NOB!. AN SUBSLE?., a subject 
in this investigation, resided at 1738 Mlvia Street, Berkeley, Califor- 
nia, and. at that time this address was said to be a nest of Communists. 

In 1931* GEOP.r-B P r RAZICH was residing at this address. He is described 
in these files as a Yugoslavian who was at that time a graduate student 
at the University of California and a member of the Communist Party. 

In connection with his Communist Party membership he is stated to have 
boasted of his participation in agitations, hunger strikes, and riots. 


He acted as a critic of the "Students Outpost" an official 
publication of the Social Problems Club. He was also a former President 
of the Social Problems Club and a member of the Friends of the Soviet 
Union. He was on the National Committee of the Students Congress against 
War and on numerous occasions defended Communists in debates. 


He was present at a meeting of the Social Problems Club in 1931 
at which plans were made for control of the club by the Young Communist 
League. ■ \ ' 
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!Hie records of the IM.es Committee show FEPJtZICH as a member 
of the National Committee of the Student Congress Against '..ar, he being 
a representative from the Universit- of California* An investigation 
conducted by the Department of State verified the allegations of the Dies 
Committee. - * 

ALLEGATIONS C T ELIZABETH TEP.PJLI BENTLEY 

In her signed statement of November 30, 19k$ t i:i ss 
BEETIT* recounted that about one or two months prior to the death of 
JACC" C-010S known Soviet Espionage -i.gent and the individual to whom she 
turned over information gathered from various government employees 
in 'jashinyton, D.C., GOLOS told her of a contact he had recentl;- made 
■with a new group in Washington, D.C., which he did not identify to her 
at that tine. t£ 

Earl- in 19lU EARL BRO'TDER mentioned to BENTLEY that GOLC-3 
had been contacting a group but had bee* unable to keep an appointment 
with them as the date for the meeting car.e shortly after GOLDS* death 
on ..'hanks riving ?ay 19li3. BRO /DER told BENTLEY that he was anxious for 
her to meet this group and that he night make the necessary arrangements 
for such a meeting. About two months later BR0NDER directed BEUTLEY 
to meet this group at the apartment of JOHN ABT on Central Park Jest 
near 90th Street in New York City on a certain date, 

On the day specified BENTLEY went to ABT*s apartment and met 
VICTOR PEELO, CHARLES KRAJJER, HENRY KAGDOFF and EDWARD FITZGERALD. They 
talked freely in her presence, discussed the payment of Communist Party 
dues to her ana the type of information they would be able to furnish*' 
They also discussed the type of intelligence which other members of the 
group might be able to furnish. |( . 

The informant subsequently learned that in addition to the four 
individuals named above, DONALD WHEELER, ALLEN ROSENBERG, SAUL LISCHINSKY 
HAROLD GLASSES, and GEORGE PERAZICH were identified with this group. 

It was arranged that a representative of the group would 
collect such information as the various members were able to secure and 
deliver it to BENTLEY at the apartment of KAEY PRICE at 207 test 11th 
Street, New York City. MARY PRICE was to advise the informant when the Y 
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representative of the group desired to see 'the informant in New York 
City.l^ 

The informant recalled that PERAZICH "was employed during the 
period of her contacts -with this group, from the ■Spring of 19U* to 
December 19Ll*, -with the Yugoslav Section of UNRRA and accordingly had 
access to considerable data concerning that country. She recalled that 
the information furnished by him was principally concerned -with UNRRA 
activities on contemplated activities in Yugoslavia. She stated her 
belief that PERAZICH would make notations of material he believed of 
value and then reported it to PERLO who would t!T e the data, if 

She recalled that sometime in the Fall of 19l*l* PERAZICH 
proceeded to Yugoslavia via Egypt for UNRRA $ that she mentioned this 
either to her Russian contacts BILL or JACK who indicated that he would 
5 make arrangements for FERAZICH to be contacted either in Erypt or 
| Yugoslavia. She also recalled that he was born in Yugoslavia and is a 
naturalized >«erican citizen and that he is a Communist Party member. 

FACTS CCRRC:- ORATING THY ALLEGATIONS 0? ELIZABETH 
TER-:ILL BENTLEY. 

Investigation has reflected that PERAZICH was appointed 
as an Industrial specialist with UNRRA on January 1, 19L1*, and was 
assigned to the UNRRA Yugoslav Mission. 

lie departed from Washington, ^.C. for Cairo, Egypt on "u-nist 28, 
19L1:, to serve- with the Yugoslav ILission of UNRRA. He returned to the 
United States on November 3, 191*5. He again left Washington for 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia on November 22, 191*5, and returned to this country 
on January 5, 1 91*6. 

He was born in Yugoslavia on April 20, 1905, and was naturalized 
at "uffalo. New York on September 3, 191*2. 

GEORGE PERAZICH of 272 North Drive, Buffalo, New York, an 
Industrial Economist, was listed as a reference by subject EDWARD FITZGERALD 
in an application dated February 13, 191 j 2, on file with^ii^^Civil 
Service Commission. GEORGE PERAZICH, Industrial EconomistJlliberty Ban!-:, 
Buffalo, New York, was listed as a reference in an application for 
federal employment executed on May 26, 191*2, by subject SOEDKON LISCHIKS^T. 
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PERA2ICH was interviewed in connection with USSURISK'/' s 

application for employment with UNRRA and personally recommended him. 

* 

PERAZICH's file with UNRRA reflects that in November, 19lili 
while he was^serving with the Balkan Fission his brother, whose name 
is not stated and whom PERAZICH had not seen in 22 years, escaped vdth 
eight others in a small boat from Yugoslavia. Four of the partv were 
arrested and PERAZICH entered the camp where they were detained to see 
his brother and intercede for him. The report reflects that it was 
determined that "All of the men were definitely anti-partisan and all ■erf 
the *n c p. Tf p rp - deficit ply nnti partis a n and all of the partv had received" 
?° n ® J* or - anti-partisan funds." PEFAZICH was severely' reprimanded 
by l -—HA officials for his actions and was ordered "not to discuss 
UIPJIA policy matters with any members of the Yugoslav delegation". 


This report reflects that it was determined that PERAZIC TJ »s 
brother had received the funds but that this did not necessarily mean 
that no was a I.'ikhailovich supporter. The writer of this report stated 
j. u. ther "It seers to me that it is almost impossible for a man v.ith 
personal connections not to become involved by his connections in 
political matters in Yugoslavia, and I am in considerable doubt as to 
whether FEPAZICH will be able to remain uninvolved." 


His personnel file also contains a memorandum reflecting 
the receipt by .UNRRA of two anonymous letters accusing PSRAZICH of 
collaboration with Marshall Tito of Yugoslavia and of profiteering at 
the expense of the Serbian people* ~ 


This file also contained a clipping from the Serbian - 
American newspaper "The American Srbobran" organ of the Serbian National 
Federation, .-ittsburgh, Pennsylvania, >hich states "It isn't necessary 
to emphasize that he (PERAZICH) was selected for such a position because 
of his sympathy with TITO and his movement." The article was commenting 
on F^iiAZICH's activities with the Yugoslav I.is si on of UNRRA. 

His personnel file also contains a highly laudatorv letter 

dated February 17, 19h7, from MECH^SERGEICHIC, Chief of the Yugoslav 
■OKRRA Lission under whom PERAZICH worked^ SMfJEICHIC is a Russian 
national an^» the fil£ indicates that he and the subject are^very friendly

acquaintance of Reynolds, introduced Reynolds to Jacob &Xuolo 3 , with whom he 
discussed business plans in detail. Golos broughtJ^rS^order into the picture 
and arranged for an advance of $15,000 by Leaontjj^l&rria to Reynold s in connection 
with the original financing of the corporation. Reynolds said that no stock in 
the corporation was issued to Harris and no evidence of indebtedness was given 
for this advance which he insisted was a personal loan from Harris. Reynolds said 
that the firm placed $10,000 on deposit in the State Bank of Noscow in accordance 
with the contract terms and Reynolds said he wanted same kind of financial protectic 
which he ^ ms to have secured by the above-described loan from Harris. He said . 

that no one attempted to dictate corporate affairs or policy to him but he admits 
that he had several conferences with Earl Browder about the company's affairs. 

He said that a meeting was held in Ms apartment in 191*6 attended by 
Theodore Bayer and Lem Harris to discuss the future of the corporation and the re- 
payment of the $15,000 loan. Reynolds said that he personally repaid $5,000 
to Harris and instructed that $3,000 additional be paid to Harris by Elizabei 
Bentley and that the balance of *7,000 is stiU owed to Harris. Reynolds sal 
that he had some suspicions about the origin of Harris* funds but denied any 
knowledge that this was Communist Party money. " *.v '' 


Reynolds admitted being present at a dinner meeting at 
Hotel in New York City in April, 19l*5, "ith an unknown foreigner

; and Shipping Corporation, New York City, from April 1, 191*5* to October 15, 1?U5* 

: She was recommended for this employment by an individual whose name she refused 
to disclose. She stated that she was present at -a meeting at the Buckingham Hotel, 
New York City, with Gregory and an individual named "Jack", shortly prior to her 
entry into the United States Service and Shipping Corporation. She denied that sne 
knows the background or foreign association- of this unidentified "Jack". She said 
she met him twice after she was employed and on each occasion he inquired about 
her progress in the United States Service and Shipping Corporation, are said that 
although "Jack" showed an interest in the corporation, she denied that he had any 
with it. She said that her meeting with "Jack" took place at a prearranged location 
and she admitted that the circumstances surrounding this and other meetings with 
him were "bisarre in essence". She said she has not seen nor heard from "Jack” 
since leaving the United States Service and Shipping Corporation and declined to 
furnish information about Then or where she met him. 


Ray Elson denied that she had any knowledge of "Al" (Anatoli B. Gromov), 
who was alleged to have assumed "Jack's" role, and she failed to identify Gromov's - 
photograph. She stated that at no time did she arrange any clandestine meetings 
with Gregory or anyone else with the unidentified "Jack" or "Al" • 



Elson freely admitted at the conclusion of the interview that certain 
information she furnished was untrue or at least half true. She persisted in 
reluctance to disclose the Identity of the person who recommended her to "Jack" 
until after deliberate consideration and conference with her attorney at the Civil 
Rights Congress, where she is employed .

Rhodes, but stated they were only patients of his and he had no other connection 
with them. Weinstein failed to identify photographs of Jacob Golos and informant 
Gregory. He said his only connection at any time with the Russian Government was 
.. on the occasion of a dental treatment that he gave to Vassil^4^saniev of the New 
tjork Consulate. He said that Kasaniev was very much impressed with his type of 
‘dentistry and that he prepared a manuscript on the form of dentistry that he 
bleed for Kasaniev to take back with him to Russia. 


Weinsteim admitted that several individuals who had ^leftist" ideas 
had been patients of Ms over a period of years but that they %onstituted less than 
l/lO of all his clients. He was unable to account for the fact that many of his - 
patients were Communists or affiliated with Communists organisations, but he stated 
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that it was a situation where one person had recommended another to his office 
and he placed no significance on the fact that he treated many of these individuals. 
He denied that he at any tine had been a member of the CkMBmudst tarty or that he ^ 
had attended any nestings of the Party. ' r

Brothmanadvi sed that in 1938 or 1939 a- man whan he identified from a 
photograph as JacdE^Gblo s contacted him sti4ing/-that he, Golos, had a contact wi th t h 
Russian Government and could obtain contract sf or Brothman with the Russians. -ili 
Brothman stated he turned over several blueprints to jGoIos for the purpose of 
soliciting contracts. Shortly after, a woman known to him as "Helen" and whom he 
Identified as Gregory, came to his office and she stated that she represented Golos. 
He said she came to his office over a dozen times in 1938, 1939, and 191*0* 


Brothman said that in about 1 91*0 another man whom Brothman Identified as 


Hari^Sgld, came to his office stating that he represented Golos. Thereafter Gregory 

( and Harry Gold would pick up blueprints from him for delivery to Golos. He stated 
that Harry Gold is employed by him now as a chemist. Brothman said that the blue- 
prints were sometimes returned by Gregory and Harry Gold but not necessarily all of 
them. He said that Harry Gold made his last pick-up of blueprints in late 191*1 or 
early in 191*2. Brothman furnished a signed statement ^concerning the- above. ^ 


Harry Gold was thereafter interviewed and furnished a signed statement 
in which he admitted knowing JohxNtolush gjr^folish (phonetic). He identified a 
photograph of Jacob Golos as bei rig identical with this person. He said he was 
introduced to Golos at a chemical society meeting in Philadelphia in October, 191*0, 
by a mutual friend who died in Philadelphia in July, 191*2* Golos requested Gold 
to evaluate on chemical basis blue prints and material which would be submitted to 
him by Abraham Brothman, whom Golos directed Gold to contact in New York City. 


Gold said he contacted Brothman in November, 19l*0, and subsequently 
contacted Brothman approximately every three weeks for a period of six months, 
obtaining from him a number of blueprints pertaining to chemical processes. Host 
of the material obtained from Brothman was retained by Gold. Gold denied that he 
ever saw Golos after their original meeting. 




It is recalled that Gregory stated that in 191*0 Golos indicated that 
he was somewhat discouraged with his dealings with Brothman and that he was going 
to turn Wm over for handling to someone else. Gregory did not learn from Golos 
or anyone else to whom Brothman was directed.
